and the statement that the riots cast light on the imperfections 

of the civil rights movement. King said the last enumerated 
statement was too strong and would expose him to the criticism 

of other civil rights leaders. They agreed to modify the. 
statement by saying that the riots exposed the imperfections of 

the civil rights movement as well as those factions in the "sociali- 
economic" life of the community... fy 
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Another matter considered by King and Levison was 
a report that the headquarters of the SCLC had been burglarized. 
Tevison said he had not been able to verify the story, thereby 
prompting King to volunteer that during the SCLC Convention 


(4n Birmingham, Alabama, August 9-13, 1965) the safe was 
birelarized. According to King, checks amounting to $6,000, 
which had been contributed to the SCLC, checks in the amount of 
$1,000, which were to pay tneir bills, and 190,000 check 
rezresenting funds of the SCLC which were being transferred to 
another SCLC account, were taken. Levison suggested to King 

that he "scotch" the rumor that one quarter of a million gollars 
was stolcn because it could adversely affect donations."

Bia seeds which give birth to tragic expressions of violence.

these past days of anguish. 


I should like to state in quite more specific terms why I 
"ako this journey in the interest of reconciliation and future 
cooperation between the races. 
First, I have come to minister to the thousands of innocent 
NeZro people who have done no wrong or who have thought in any 


w2y to use violence, yet whose community has been disrupted by 


rioting, the destruction of institutions they daily need, and 

many of whom have lost their work. This has been for them, not 
merely the harcship springing from the disruption of their 

rhysical community; it has been a spiritual disaster deepening their 
despair and hopelessness. 

secondly, I have come to minister to the small degree that I 
can - to those who have been involved in the rioting. Our 
christian effort must be to redeem them and to leave no stone 
unturned, despite their guilt, to help them find a useful place in 
building a good society in which they can share as equals. In 
‘nas connection I shall, as a first step, seek to visit with 
them in prison and to urge officials to find ways for them to 
relp reconstruct the damage they have done. . 

Thirdly, I would like to confer with the many segments of 
she white community that have been the staunch allies of the 
wegro people in our struggle. Surely if millions of Negroes 
scross this country are dismayed, deeply hurt, and bewildered by 
these past few days, it stands to reason that our white friends 
are also. The strength of the Negro - white alliance for justice 
"211 be ma‘ntained only if we are in constant dialogue, under- 
standing pzst mistakes, evolving new programs, and providing ways 
and means to avert any such recurrence of violence. 

Fourthly, I would like to work with the local leadership of 
wv. afgelcs in proposing programs for the eradication of those 
m-roblems relating to housing, schools, jobs, and police behavior 
"cat were cirectiy or indirectly related to the disorder. 





Fifthly, if the local leadership feels that it will be help- 
‘—— ful, I am prepared to sit with them in discussions with public 
officials on the role and responsibility of governments and to 
evaluate with them a program that will eliminate such future occur- 
rences in Los Angeles or in any other city of our nation.
